But thou declareſt thy Almighty power moſt 
chiefly by ſhewing Mercy and Pity : and it hath 


pleaſed Thee to have regard unto the Supplications 


of thy Servants, and to reſtore the voice of joy and 
health in our dwellings. We deſire therefore hum- 


bly to preſent to Thy Divine Majeſty our grateful 
Sacrifice of Thankſgiving. 


Let the Prayers and Praiſes this day offered unto 
Thee, O God, be acceptable in Thy fight. Pour 
into our hearts, we beſeech Thee, thoſe holy diſpo- 
ſitions which become the ſolemn remembrance and 
devout acknowledgement of Thy Mercies ; giving us

Let Thy Wiſdom be his guide and Thine 
Arm ſtrengthen him ; continue him a nurſing Father 
to Thy Church, and Thy Miniſter for Good to all 
his Subjects. Grant that he may long poſſeſs the 
hearts of his People, and that they may never be 
wanting in honour to his Perſon, and due obedience 
to his lawful Authority. Let his reign be happy, 
and his days be lengthened ; and proſper all his under- 
takings for Thy glory and the welfare of the Realm, 
Crown him with all Temporal and Spiritual bleſſings 
in this life, and bring him to Thine everlaſting Glory 
in the life to come.
